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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Examiner incorrectly 
assumed that any region inherently has "an infinite number of area surfaces." However, that is not true. Examiner is merely pointing out 
that a region has many areas with many different corresponding length. For example, Virgina region has many areas of counties with 
different length. For another, a cube crushing region might have six surface areas. 

Figure 1 of reference Savolainen completely identifies and fully discloses all features claimed. Therefore, all claims are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102 in view of Savolainen. 

Additionally, with regard to the 35 U.S.C. 112 issues, please refer to the last Office action. All claims are hopelessly indefinite. As one 
example, Applicant argues that the direction of the length of the first area is the direction of movement of the crush material. However, 
what is the single direction of movement of the crush material from an inlet to an outlet? Does the crush material move in a straight line? 
Does it curve? Is the direction related to an angle of the inlet? Is the direction related to an angle at the outlet? Is the direction related to 
a combination of the angle of the inlet and the outlet?
